MR  MAYOR  MR  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  of  Gravesend  for  the  year  1966. 

The  health  of  the  residents  has  been  good  and  there  has  been  no 
outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease  for  the  year  under  review. 

The  population  of  Gravesend  for  1966  was  estimated  to  be  54,250 
There  were  1,205  live  births  in  the  Borough,  and  deaths  at  551  were 
exactly  the  same  as  in  1965.  This  gave  a natural  increase  in  popu- 
lation of  654. 

I have  compared  some  of  the  main  causes  of  death  in  the  Borough 
with  the  figures  for  1965  which  are  in  brackets.  The  number  of  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  were  3 (2),  cancer  of  the  stomach  8 (18),  cancer  of 
the  lung  40  ( 32),  other  forms  of  cancer  52  (54),  cancer  of  the  breast  7 
(16),  coronary  heart  disease  120(118),  motor  vehicle  accidents  14(10), 
suicide  4 (5),  cancer  of  the  uterus  3 (3). 

There  is  still  one  unfilled  vacancy  in  the  Establishment  of 
Health  Inspectors, 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  the 
Ancillary  Staff  for  their  hard  work  during  the  year. 

Ant i- inf luenza  immunisation  was  given  to  170  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Borough  Council,,  and  this  service  seems  to  have  been 
greatly  appreciated,

CORPORATION  BATHING  POOL 


The  Open-air  Bathing  Pool  opened  in  1938  has  accommodation  for 
1,200  bathers.  The  main  pool  is  150  feet  long  by  75  feet  wide  and  has 
two  shallow  areas  and  a diving  pit.  The  400,000  gallons  of  water  in 
the  pool  are  filtered,  aerated  and  sterilised,  Wide  surrounds  and 
large  areas  are  provided  for  sun-bathing,  whilst  a spectators-  terrace 
surrounds  the  site.  On  the  first  floor  of  the  building  a Cafe  and 
Spectators0  Gallery  are  provided,  affording  a splendid  view  of  the  whole 
site.  There  is  also  a Children's  Paddling  Pool,  50  feet  by  50  feet, 
with  its  own  surround,,  separated  from  the  main  pool  by  a terrace.
